Receip ts of cattle

flight was intend ed to end

San Diego, Calif., were wond er­ 
ing tod ay where to go from here. 
Their d ream 
of a 
non-stop 
record and a million franc p rize 
shattered when v ibrating wings 
cau sed them to set their p lane 
d own at Floy d B ennett airp ort 
y esterd ay 
afternoon, 
Mau rice 
Rossi and Pau l Cod os awoke in 
their hotel su ite tod ay refreshed 
and read y for New York’s official 
welcome and acclaim. 
The weary airm en had 
little 
time for festiv ities when 
they 
climbed from their hu ge mono­ 
p lane. 
They wanted rest—and a bot­ 
tle of cham p agne. And off they 
were hu rried to a Park Av enu e 
hotel, where they got both, leav ­ 
ing New York’s official welcome 
for another d ay . 
Vibration of the wings 
and 
ru d d er of their silv er monop lane 
—the 
Josep h 
Lebrix —halted 
their 
ambitiou s 
u nd ertaking, 
they ex p lained . 
Their gasoline 
su p p ly wou ld 
hav e been su ffi­ 
cient for the rem aind er of their 
essay ed 6 ,100-mile flight. 
Their first word s after land ing 
were of d isap p ointm ent. 
• I am not at all hap p y ,” said 
Rossi. 
“I am v ery , v ery sorry ,” 
said 
Cod os. 
A 
After some reflection, 
Rossi 
ad d ed : % 
“Bu t it is better to be 
here 
aliv e than a hero d ead .” 
Later, ov er the bottle of cham ­ 
p agne in their hotel room, they 
agreed they h ad n’t d one so bad ­ 
ly , a t that. 
Their flight, in 
ad d ition 
to 
being one of the few su ccessfu l 
east-w est crossings of the North 
Atlantic, established Rossi 
and 
Cod o as the first to make 
the 
crossing in both d irections. They 
mad e the eastw ard flight last 
Au gu st when they set the p res­ 
ent non-stop d istance record — 
ap p rox imately 5 ,7 00 miles from 
New York to Ray ak, Sy ria.

COURT GIVES DEFENDANTS 
CHANCE FOR NEW TRIAL 


New Castle, Ind ., May 29 — 
TJie New Castle Clinic, Dr. W. H„ 
Heilman, Dr. W. M. Stou t and 
Dr. George Herm an, d efend ants 
in a m alp ractice su it brou ght 
by Ru ssell Baker, were granted 
a new trial by Ju d ge Charles E. 
Sm ith in the Mad ison circu it 
cou rt Mond ay . 
A ju ry had giv en Baker a 
ju d gm ent for $7 ,5 00 in the case 
which was sent from here to 
Mad ison cou nty on a change of 
v enu e. Baker d em and ed $5 0,000, 
alleging he receiv ed imp rop er 
treatm ent when brou ght to the 
Clinic following an au tomobile 
accid ent, sou th of the city . As a 
resu lt of this treatm ent, he con­ 
tend ed , he su ffered a p erm anent 
inju ry to his hip . Baker resid es 
near Raleigh in Ru sh cou nty . 
The trial of the case last w in­ 
ter req u ired abou t three weeks. 
In setting asid e the v erd ict and 
granting 
a 
new 
trial 
Ju d ge 
Sm ith said he d id so not becau se 
of technicalities, bu t becau se he 
believ ed there was a lack of ev i­ 
d ence showing negligence on the 
p art of the d efend ants. In m ak­ 
ing his find ing Ju d ge Sm ith 
said : 
“I cannot help bu t sy mp athize 
with the p laintiff in his cond i­ 
tion, bu t it is the d u ty of the 
cou rt to ad m inister the law as 
he find s it, and in so d oing he 
cannot be gu id ed by any other 
m atters ex cep t those which the 
law p erm its him to u se in the 
ad m inistration of ju stice.” 
‘‘In this case the cou rt hold s 
an eq u al d u ty to the p laintiff 
and each sep arate d efend ant, 
and the cou rt believ es th a t the 
ad m inistration of ju stice and 
the ap p lication of the law wou ld 
req u ire him to su stain the mo­ 
tion of the d efend ants and grant 
them a new trial of this cau se.”

Their loy alty wou ld be a thing ap art. They 
wou ld feel su ch deep attachm ent to the com­ 
mu nity where these ties ex isted, that they wou ld 
not change their env ironment for any thing that 
might be offered them. 
There are many su ch people in this commu n­ 
ity . To them the commu nity may he rightfu lly 
indebted for the p rogress that it has hiade. The 
peop le who liv e here becau se they hav e to, are 
not an asset, bu t those who liv e here becau se 
they lik e to, are inv alu able. 


JUST WHAT IS NEWS? 
People hav e v ariou s v ersions as to what a 
newsp ap er is, and the dictionaries all seem to 
agree on one thing — that it is a p ap er con­ 
taining news. The word newsp ap er indicates 
that, bu t what is news? 
News is something that people want to read — 
something that they did not k now, abou t the 
activ ities of other people. 


Bu t there are different k inds of news and no 
one k ind alway s ap p eals to all people. 
Some newsp ap er readers p ick u p a p ap er, 
glance throu gh it hastily and p u t it down with 
the thou ght that there is nothing in it. 
There may not be any thing of p articu lar in­ 
terest to them in that issu e, bu t to their neigh­ 
bor, sev eral items may hav e p articu lar ap p eal. 
It is the bu siness of the newsp ap ers to p rint 
the news that they believ e the largest nu mber 
of their readers are interested in, and that is the 
aim of ev ery newsp ap er. 
So a newsp ap er is something that giv es news, 
and in addition, it has come to be regarded as 
the official town booster. 
When ev ery one else becomes so absorbed in 
their own affairs, that they hav e no time for 
giv ing attention to the general welfare of the 
commu nity , the newsp ap er is ex p ected to be on 
the job constantly , work ing for the benefit of all 
the people. 
Good newsp ap ers look u p on this added resp on­ 
sibility as their job and they work at it con­ 
stantly . 
The newsp ap er office has also become a clear­ 
ing hou se for general information not p u blished 
in the p ap er, and a commu nity information bu ­ 
reau . Persons call the newsp ap er office for in­ 
formation on sp orts, history , commu nity activ ­ 
ities, facts concerning p ersons and other q u es­ 
tions that arise and need to be answered. 
Thu s, the newsp ap er and its staff fill a defi­ 
nite serv ice to the p u blic and is ap tly designated 
as a commu nity institu tion.
